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AN UNKNOWN NUMBER DIE 


_ gERRIBLE RAILROAD ACCIDENT NEAR 


KOUTS, .IND. 


A Rear-End Collision Results in the Death 
of Perhaps Thirty Persons—Ten Bodies 
Taken from the Debris—Those Who 

Escape Compelled to Stand About and 
Watch the Other Passengers Die in the 
Burning Cars—Efforts to Suppress the 
Facts. — 

Kovuts Station, Ind., Oct. 11.—[Special. ]— 
On the Chicago & Atlantic Railroad, three 
miles west of here, last night at 12:20 o’clock 
a fast freigut-train crashed into the rear of a 
passenger-train, and from the wreck which 
this collision occasioned ten human bodies 
have already been taken, and perhaps double 
or even treble that numberof people were 
burnea beyond all means of recognition. 
Two persons are fatally injured and a num- 
ber of others more or less seriously disabied. 
This dreadful catastrophe occurred at the 
State ditch water-tank. Passenger-train No. 
12 left Chicago at 7:45 last evening, on time. 
Near Paimer Station the engine became dis- 
abied and could only drive on one side. At 
Boone Grove, three miles west of the scene 
of the catastrophe, the train was two 
hours late. Ten minutes after freight-train 
No. 48, carrying dressed beef, left the same 
station. The passenger engineer stopped at 
the water-tank to take water, and had come 
down from his cab to attempt to move his 
engine forward with a crowbar far enough to 
get his tender under the water-spout when 
the freight-train came crashing into the rear 
passenger-car. The passenger-train was 


_ driven by the force of the collision about 100 


yards forward on the track, and then ensued 
n scene never to be forgotten by those who 
escaped from the wreck with their lives. In 
an instant the smoking-car, a passenger- 
coach, and the sleeping-car were on fire and 
the passengers being roasted to death. They 
were caught between the seats or broken 
débris, and prayers and cries for help were 
mingled wit the roaring of the flames. As 
the accident occurred so late at night 
aud e place being over half a mile 
from aky habitation the work of rescue was 
left solely to the train-men and a few pas- 
seagers who escaped uninjured. Even then 
the heat was so intense that these few couid 
approach the cars for only a few moments, 
und then they had to stand by paralyzed with 
horror at the awful scene. 

In a few minutes the cars and their un- 
fortunate inmates were reduced to ashes. 
Nothing was left of the former but the iron 
used in their construction and of the latter 
duly a few charred bones to show that they 
once belonged to human beings.

A WOMAN’S BRAVERY. 

incident of the wreck is related 
by the station nt. It is the story ofa 
young lady from Ohio, whose name could not 
be remembered. She was one of the 
sengers on the ill-fated train, and when 
the crash came, with presence of 
mind and energy worth of a man, 
she seized an ax from its 
resting place on the side of the car and 
hewed her way through toa window. Her 
own safety assured, her thoughts turned to 
the heipless unfortunates whose cries for as- 
sistance sounded behind her. They did not 
call in vain, for she rushed in the direc- 
tion of the cries and personally aided 
three persons from the wreck. She 
said: “I did all I could and would 
have continued had I net heard Dr. Perry 
crying and moaning piteously that his feet 
were burning; then my strength ve way 
and Il was compelied to desist seek as- 
sistance myself.“ 

Wiiliam Gaghyan, the conductor of the 
Chicago, St. Louis & Pittsburg construction- 
train now working between Kouts and 
Hebron, a small station ten miles west of 
Kouts, saw something of the results of 
the accident. His construction-train 
runs into Kouts every evening 
with its load of tired workmen.’ The con- 
ductor sleeps in the one little hotel of which 
the town boasts. He was wakened at 4 
o'clock this morning to take out a Wabash 
train that had been delayed by the wreck. 
Upon going down-stairs in the hotel he 
found all in confusion. In the little parlor of 
the hotel a boy about 15 years was stretched 
upon the floor, with ge enough life left 
in his body to s in faint whispers 
to those who asked him about the accident. 
In the room off the parlor another boy was 
lying with serious bruises about the bead. 
In one of the upper roomg he learned 

the engineer of e wrecked 
freight-train was lyin almost at 
the point of death. So hideous were these 
sights and so piteous were the cries of an- 
guish which were to be heard on all sides 
that the sturdy conductor hurried to his 
duties, glad to escape such a scene. 

STORIES TOLD RY THE WOUNDED 

In the little sitting-room of the etage 
which serves as a hotel in this little town 
two of the wounded still remained late this 
afternoon. Herman

onthe one lounge in the low, dark room. 
His head is fearfully battered and his right 
leg is fractured. The other wounded man is 
— 2 McCool, the bartender. His injuries 
are for the most part internal and are not so 
severe but that his recovery is possible. He 
was able to tell of the awful occurrence as 
follows: 

I was in the 28 coach at the time of the 
accident, which was next tothe last car in the 
train. Just before midnight I went into the 
smoker, which was just ahead of our car, and 
chatted for an hour and came back to the coach 
with a young man who sat down near me, 
and that was the last I've seen or expect 
to see of the r fellow. Just as I 
had stretched myself out to go to sleep, and be- 
fore I had closed my eyes there was an awful 
crash, which, God help me, I never want to hear 
again. I could feel myself thrown vio- 
lently toward the top of the car and 
then 1 became insensible. On the way 
up I realized that all was confusion 
in the car, and that canes, valises, rods of iron, 
and lamps were in the air about me. I must 
have regained my consciousness in a very short 
time, for when I awoke all was darkness 
in the car and the horrible shrieks and 
young wails of agony almost deafening. 

n the end of the car furthest from me the stove 
was overturned and the flames were just start- 
ing to spread with magical rapidity. ere was 
some sort of a new gas-lamp in the car, with res- 
ervoiers reaching from one to the other. The 
flames leaped up the sides, and in less time than 
Lean tell it the gas was burn the whole 
length of the coach over our heads. 1 was wedged 
between two seats, where I

eyes. Just across from my seat I noticed 
soon before the accident a man with his wife 
and daughter. I saw them, also, crushed to- 
gether and burned. Just as the flames were 
blazing but a foot or two away from me & man 
pulled me into the aisle and said Come 
to the window.“ He must have mistaken me 
for some one else, for the moment he had looked 
closely at my face he dropped me and hurried 
owen the window with an exclamation of evi- 
dent disappointment. I then painfully crawled 
after him to safety. 

THE SUPERINTENDENT'S EXPLANATION. 

Superintendent Parsons of the Chicago & 
Atlantic Road was seen late in the afternoon 
gloomily pacing the station platform. He 
was extremely taciturn, and was very sure 
that no more bodies could be, by any possi- 
bility, under the wreck. Only nine persons 
had been killed, he declared, and not more 
than eleven or twelve hurt; none of the lat- 
ter seriously. He admitted that no flagman 
had been sent back from the nger- 
train when the stop was made. Mr, Parsons 
said that the trainmen depended upon a 
semaphore lignt fully 2,000 feet in the rear of 
where the stop was made. The conductor of 
the train had pulled the cord for this light 
when he stepped from his train. This would 
throw the glare of a red danger-signal on the 
track. The night, however, was foggy and 
the engineer of the fast freight must have 
failed to see the signal. Superin- 
tendent Parsons thought the accident would 
have been a very ordinary one had not the 
stove in the sleeper upset. That caused the 
destruction of the sleeper, two coaches, and 
baggage-car, and in the main was doubtless 
the cause of the loss of life. Coroner Scath- 
erman, Mr. Parsons said, reached the scene 
from Valparaiso about 11:30 o’clock a. m., 
and, after viewing the débris and making 
some inquiries, had found it. necessary to go 
to Huatington in search of witnesses. The 
wounded, Mr. Parsons explained, had been 
taken there as early as possible, and the pas- 
sengers who were unhurt, to the number of 
twenty-five, had been forwarded to their des- 
tinations without delay. 

Coroner Scatherman did not impanel a 
jury, as that procedure is nota necessity ac- 
cording to the law ot Indiana. At the wreck 
the Coroner was met by Mr. Johnson, the 
attorney of the railroad, and be told that 
the engineer of the freight had been 
taken with other survivers to Huntington 
decided to go there, which he did in company 
with the railroad lawyer and several other 
gentlemen. The Coroner is well spoken of 
among the people of Kouts. They did not 
criticise his action in going to Huntington, 
believing he is but doing his duty. The Cor- 
oner is described as being a rather young 
man to be charged with such an important 
duty as determining the responsibility for 
the wreck. 

AT THE SCENE OF THE WRECK. 

The water tank isin one of the swamps 
which cover a great portion of North- 
western Indiana. Not a single build- 
ing of any sort is in sight. On every 
side are sloughs and stagnant pools of 
water with tracts of bog lands between. Here 
and there a lump of willows or stout weeds 
breaks the monotony of the watery waste. 
The tank stands on a tall platform by the 
side of the track. A little shed virtuaily 
forming a part of the tank is where the 
pumping machinery is sheltered and where 
the queer little man who attends the ma-

MR. POWDERLY’S ENEMIES 


A PLAN TO DRIVE THEM FROM THE 
EXECUTIVE BOARD, 


A Fight in the General Assembly Brewing 
A New Law Making the Members of 
the Executive Board Appointive by the 
Master Workman to Be Presented— 
This Will Give Powderly a Chhace to 
Drop Barry and Bailey. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Oct. 11.—[Special.]— 
Before the convening of the annual assembly 
of the Knights of Labor in this city there 
was considerable newspaper comment re- 
garding the anti-Powderly element, which 
was claimed existed within the confines of 
the organization. To ali queries, however, 
there was but one answer: There's noth- 
ing in it.“ Individually and collectively the 
delegates all seemed to reiterate the feeling 
of united and hearty confidence’ in earnest 
support of Powderly’s administration. But 
the deepest water makes . the smoothest sur- 
face, and beneath there may be strong cur- 
rents. This is the case with the Knichtg. 
Confusion will be precipitated by the report 
ak the Committee on Law, if rumor 
is right. Of ali the various com- 
mittees and boards in its organiza- 
tion there is none ‘within its confines as im- 
portant as the Committe on Law. This 
committee, consisting of seven members, 
has been so arranged that they are all ap- 
pointive officers. Powderly’s colleague from 
his own district, District Assembly 16, 
Scranton, Pa., is none other than Dan Camp- 
beli, Chairman of this committee. The pres- 
ent dfficersof the Knights of Labor were 
elected last year at the Richmond conven- 
tion, and by the constitution hold office for 
two years. At the time of the election there 
was considerabie trouble stirred up by sev- 
eral Eastern assemblies, which resuited in 
developing an anti-Powderly element. 
Foreseeing this Mr. Powderly com- 
bined his forces among the general 
officers, who are Hayes, from Dis- 
trict Assembly 31, New Brunswick, N. J., 
Secretary of the Executive Board, and Gen- 
eral Secretary Litchman, and has been at 
work to defeat this opposition. The opposi- 
tion consists of several delegates who were 
elected to the Executive Board, representing 
the anti-Powderly constituency. As there 
are only seven members of the Executive 
Board this faction was supposed to be repre- 
sented by Barry, of East Saginaw, Mich.; 
Bailey, of Shawnee, O.; and A. A. Cariton, 
of Boston, Mass. It was through the antag- 
onism of George E. McNeill that Carlton was 
elected to represent the element in his dis- 
trict. Carlton’s known ability and conserva- 
tism has been displayed to good advantage in 
his position, but Barry and Bailey, however, 
—— carried on a relentless war against their 
chief. 

Just how to get Barry and Bailey off the 

as executive counseling officers has been 

a problem. In his annual report, read before 

the convention last Friday, General-Secre- 

tary Litchman approached 
following: “I recommend that Sec. 23 of the 
constitution be so amended that the control 
of the clerical force in the department of the 
General Secretary shall be under the sole 
control of that office.” re his gen- 
eral report are printed a few pages 
of * posed amendments to the constitu- 
tion“ in the way of recommendations from 
him, which of course were referred to 
the Committee on Law. He says: Amend 


bly shall be 
General Worthy Foreman, 
retary, General Treasurer, 
ecutive Board of six members, in addi- 
tion to the General Master orkman, 
no two of whom shall be from the same State, 
and a codperative board of six. These officers 
shall serve for the term of one year, and till 
their successors are duly qualified.”’ This will 
without doubt be reported on favorably by 
the Committee on Law, and in case it finds 
favor will precipitate an immediate election. 
Powderly will be elected without a 
struggle, and, depending upon his im- 
mense perso popularity, will pull 
his: friends Litchman and Hayes 
safely through. But when it comes to elect- 
ing ors and Bailey to the Executive Board 

that isan altogether different matter. 
It is a fact well known that Hayes, the Sec- 
retary of the Executive Board, calculating 
upon the possibility of this amendment bein 
passed, went through New Jersey a couple of 
months ago, where he exerted his utmost in- 
fluence to secure the sending of delegates 
pledged in support of the Powderly adminis- 
tration. It is said, in case this amendment 
should — = inorder to prevent the 
election of rry and Bailey the Powderly 
faction will have some charges wo prefer. It 
is expected that Barry and Bailey will make 
counter-charges, including maladmunistration 
in office, usurping the prerogatives of office 
for personal aggrandizement, and other dis- 
closures of a sensational nature. 

Upon the call to order of the Knights of 
Labor General Assembly this afternoon T. 
B. Barry moved that the Finance Committee 
be instructed to act first upon the accounts 
of the General Executive This was 
carried. The convention then appropriated 

for the prosecution of the 
syndicate of Texas for in- 
troducing foreign contract labor in 
violation of the National law. The Commit- 
tee on Codperation presented a document re- 
questing — — on the subject and ask- 
ing that iectirers be sent out to educate the 
members of the order up to the codperative 
idea. It was further requested that a print- 
ing office be established, in which all the 
printing of the order might be done. After 
some discussion the report was referred 
back for further consideration. 

A report from the Committee on the Good 
of the Order favorable to the establishment of 
fraternal relations with the Patrons or Hus- 
bandry and Farmers’ National Alhance was 
adopted, and General Master Workman Pow- 
derly appointed the whole convention a com- 
mittee to carry out the spirit of the sugges- 
tion. Resolutions recommending the early 
closing of business places to give em- 
ployés an opportunity for relaxation 
and mental development were adopted.

RECORD IN THE ANARCHISTS’ CASE 


A Transcript of Seventeen Volumes Just 
Completed at Ottawa. 

Orrawa, III., Oct. 11.—[Special.]—The tran- 
script of the record in the Anarchists’ case was 
completed this evening by the Clerk of the Su- 
preme Court, and will be forwarded to Chicago 
tonight. There are 8.950 pages, With an average 
of 275 words to the page. The whole is bound in 
seventeen volumes. There has been a delay of 
one or two days, owing to the non-arrival of Herr 
Most’s book, from which the attorneys for the 
defense make certain extracts. The preparation 
of this record has been laborious, butof neces- 
sity accurate. Among the attorneys here there 
has been little expression of opinion as to the 
probable outcome of the application to the Su- 
preme Court of the United States.

PEORIA CONVENTION TO SECURE A 
NATIONAL WATERWAY. 


Nearly 600 Delegates Assemble to Forward 
the Project of Connecting the Missis- 
sippi River and Lake Michigan—Organ- 
ization of the Convention and the Ad- 
dresses—Senator Cullom Made Perma- 
nent Chairman—Committees Appointed 
A Paper by Maj. Handbury. 

Pzort, III., Oct. 11.—[Special.|—At’ the 
river convention today the names of 595 dele- 
gates were registered. A finer-looking body 
ot men never assembled in any convention 
in the United States. The number of elderly 
men among the delegates is unusually large 
for an American convention. The conven- 


tion hall was a perfect forest of American / 


flags, which were hanging from every point 
within reach when the convention was callea 
to order this morning. The meeting of the 
convention proper was preceded by a caucus 
of the Illinois delegates in the hall, at which 
no one was barred, but none but Illinois 
delegates voted. {Immediately after this Gov. 
Oglesby, the Temporary Chairman of the con- 
vention, was escorted to the stage by Col. 
Isaac Taylor of Peoria, Chairman of the com- 
mittee originating the call for the conven- 
tion. Bishop Spaiding of Peoria Catholic 
Diocese invoked the blessing of the Al- 
mighty on the labors of the convention. 
Mayor Kinsy of Peoria then delivered the 
following short address of welcome: 

GENTLEMEN OF THE CONVENTION: As the 
Chief Magistrate of this city I have the honor to 
extend to you, each and all. our most hearty and 
cordial welcome. Our city, situated as it is upon 
the banks of Lake Peoria, about midway between 
the waters of the Mississippi and the broad wa- 
ters of Lake Michigan, has preéminent claims as 
a suitable and proper place for a convention of 
this character. You have assembled here today 
for the purpose, I understand, of exchanging 
views and ne plans looking to the im- 
provement of the [linois River and the con- 
struction of a ship canal from its headwaters to 
Lake Michigan, thus uniting the two great 
water routes that almost span this continent. 
The commercial benefits that would accrue to 
the Nation by the successful completion of this 
«reat enterprise are beyond computation. and its 
advantages from a military stan int are recog- 
nized and accepted * all who ve given the 
question a thought. ou have then, gentlemen, 
au work to perform, if completed, that is broad 
and National, and it rests with you to formulate 
a memorial to Congress that will so present this 
subject and be so strong, full, and convincing 
that its merits will be ized by that body and 
will compel such legislation by it as will insure 
the s construction of this great Nutional 
improvement. I now have the pleasure of invit- 
ing you, as our guests, to participate in an excur- 
sionon Lake Peoria and alsoina public recep- 
tion this evening, when we hope for a better per- 
sonal acquaintance. Your presence here, gen- 
tlemen, is an honor to our city. I again for all of 
our people bid you a hearty welcome. 

Gov. Oglesby was then introduced to the 
audience as the Temporary Chairman of the 
convention, and was received with applause.

HARPER WANTED THE EARTH. 


By Reckless Speculation He Had Made 
$5,000,000 in 1884. 

CINCINNATI, O., Oct. 11.—[Special.]—It has 
leaked out through one of the officials of the late 
Fidelity Bank that Harper during his career pre- 
vious to the failure made immense sums of 
money. From 1873 to 1878 he made $1,000,000 in 
the Harner rolling-mills. In 1876 he cleared 
$1,700,000 in New York stocks. He took in as his 
share of the Handy Chicago wheat deal $750,000. 
By speculation in Fidelity Bank stock, buying at 
par and selling at $185, he made 500,000. He 
owned large blocks of Third National Bank 
stock and sold at a big advance. He purchased 
several hundred shares of Iowa City National 
Bank stock at par and unloaded at Harper 
also realized large sums by speculations in Pa- 
cific Mailand Lackawanna stocks. He always 
piayed a desperate game, and had he quit in 1884 
would have been worth $5,000,000.

THE PRESIDENT AND THE GORMAN CON- 
SPIRACY. 


The story of political corruption and de- 
bauchery as practiced by the Gorman ring 
in Maryland is already familiar to our read- 
ers in its general features, but the details as 
brought out and supported by the affidavits 
of Republicans, mugwumps, and the reform 
element of the Democratic party make the 
story tenfold worse, and form an indictment 
of a grave character not alone against the 
principal conspirators (who ought to be in 
the penitentiary) to thwart the will of the 
people, but against President Cleveland, 
who is in open alliance with the ballot-box 
stuffers to profit by their illegal and corrupt 
acts. 

Heretofore it has deen known that 
Senator Gorman, Stevenson Archer, the 
Cnairman of the Democratic State Centrai 
Committee, Higgins, the President's apvoint- 
ment clerk in the Treasury Department, 
Rasin, his naval officer of the port, and oth- 
ers holding State and Federal offices have 
been actively engaged in working primaries, 
securing votes by corrupt and illegal préc- 
esses, and manipulating ballot-bores, poll- 
registers, and returns after the manner 
of what is called “fine work.“ Develop- 
ments worse than this have now come out.

THAT TIPSY REPORTER STORY. 

That story about the New York Star re- 
porter which Gen. Parsons, the brother of 
the condemned Anarchist, A. R. Parsons, has 
started on the rounds is very thin and gauzy 
and will hardly be credited by intelligent 
people. The yarnin brief is that some law- 
yer of New York, whose name is not given, 
heard a tipsy reporter boast in Delmonico’s 
Hotel that a roll of bills which he displayed 
was part of asum of money paid to him by 
some Chicago newspaper to keep away from 
this city so that he might not be called on to 
give information on the trial of the Anarch- 
ists which would establish the innocence of 
the latter and prove that not one of the men 
on trial had anything to do with the bomb- 
throwing. 

Now, it is somewhat singular that neither 
Gen. Parsons nor Capt. Black, to whom ho 
refers for corroboration of his story, gives 
the name of the tipsy reporter, or of the pa- 
per on which he was employed in Chicago at 
the time of the bomb-throwing, or of the 
lawyer who heard the anonymous reporter 
boast how he got the money. It is, in fact, a 
case of “I have seen the man that saw the 
man that said he saw the ghost.” Capt. 
Black himself seems to place very little reli - 
ance on the story, for he says: “ Whether the 
reporter knew what he was talking about or 
was merely indulging in a bit of gasconade 
is, of course, an open question.” It will ap- 
pear to many an open question whether any 


| reporter, tipsy or sober, in New York or Chi- } 


facts and telling them. They are not inter 
ested in naving the innocent suffer for the 
sins of the guilty. Any newspaper would be 
only too glad to publish any statement concert 
ing the bomb-throwing which would throw 
more light on. the matter, no matter how it 
affected the prosecution in the case. They 
would print it as a very interesting piece of 
news, if for no higher ve. The Chicago 
newspapers have not the reputation of pay- 
ing money for suppressing news or of / 

ing tipsy reporters an opportunity to seriously 
injure their reputations. 

Such tales as that of Gen. Parsons will 
have very little influence on Gov. Oglesby in 
all probability. Putting them forward at 
this time is more calculated to injure than to 
serve the case of the condemned men, who 
have, dy the way, all along suffered on ac- 
count of their fool friends. If Gen. Parsons 
would confine himself to pointing out miti- 
gating circumstances in the case of his 
brotner he would do much more towards sav- 
ing him from the gallows. He cannot help 
him by circulating such cdck-and-bull stories 
as that about the New York reporter. 

It has been established almost beyond any 
possible doubt that the fatal bomb was 
thrown by Rudolf Schnaubelt, the brother- 
in-law of Schwab, and who beyond question 
is mainly responsible for the unfortunate 
brother-in-law’s misfortunes and troubles. 
Schnaubelt shaved off his beard the night of 
the bomb-throwing or the morning after. 
This had the desired effect on the dunce de- 
tectives who examined him, as they 
did not recognize him, and he ‘was 
let go. He got out ef Chicago and 
out of the country as quickly as possible. 
The leading Anarchists probably know of his 
whereabouts. Why do they not produce him 
to prove the innocence of his friends if they 
are innocent? If he came forward sow and 
proved that the condemned men had not ad- 
vised or plotted the throwing of the bomb or 
that it should be thrown, it would greatly 
change public opinion on the question of the 
punishment of all the Anarchists in jail. It 
would no doubt influence the action of the 
Governor. If Schnaubelt was not the bomb- 
thrower there would be no risk in his appear- 
ance. If he is innocent it would hot be difii- 
cult for him to establish it. Even if he was 
the bomb-thrower he might be able to present 
such facts as would lead to the mitigation of 
the punishment of his brother-in-law and 
others—perhaps. Having such a witness as 
Schnaubelt at their call, it is somewhat ridio- 
ulous in the friends of the condemned men to 
rely on what some apocryphal tipsy reporter 
is said to have said about this terrible busi- 
ness. It is not even fair to the condemned 
men,

NO SYMPATHY WITH ANARCHY. 

The Anarchists, whether in this country or 
in Europe, never weary of claiming to be the 
special friends and representatives of the 
laboring man, and the organized industry of 
the United States has for a long time been 
clouded with suspicion of anarchistic sympa- 
thies. That cloud has now been shattered, if 
not dispelled. The action of the Minneapolis 
convention Monday was an authoritative 
declaration by the trades-union representa- 
tives of the Nation that American working- 
men see in the condemned Chicago Anarch- 
ists not martyrs but murderers—homicides 
with whose fate they have no more to do 
than they have with the fate of any other 
tried and convicted criminais. The trap had 
been baited with all possible cunning, 
and the most persuasive Anarchist 
how out of jail, George Schilling, was 
present to advocate his cause. James E. 
Quinn of District 49 of New York fathered 
the resolution, and a milder one could hardly 
be conceived. It had no blood in it; on the 
contrary, it was as colorless as words could 
make it. The principle laid down was one in 
no wise connected intrinsically with An- 
archy, and might be indorsed by every mem- 
ber of the Supreme Court of Illinois without 
any retraction of their decision in the An- 
archy case; and yet it was defeated on the 
ground of the real purpose beneath its hon- 
eyed woras. The resolution reads as foi- 
lows: 

CONSIDERING that the development of the hu- 
man mind in the nineteenth century has reached 
& point expressed almost universally against cap- 


ital punishment, or taking of human life by ju- 
wry process, as a relic of barbarism, therefore 


be i 

Resolved, That this convention expresses sor- 
row that the men in Chicago are doomed to death, 
and that it use every endeavor to secure the 
commutation of the sentence of death passed 
upon them. 


It was evidently hoped that all the senti- 
mentalists who are in favor of abolishing 
capital punishment would vote for the reso- 
lution, as well as those having more or less 
sympathy with the condemned Anarchists, 
but the result showed that the delegates 
were not to be caught by that device. The 
vote stood 174 noes to 22 ayes. There has 
not been since the haymarket massacre a 
more significant rebuke of that outburst of 
diabolism. The organized labor of the. 
United States is now upon record by its rep- 
resentatives as recognizing the equity of 
law. American workingmen do not coun- 
tenance homicide in any way or on any ex- 
cuse. In effect the Minneapolis vote declares 
to the whole civilized world that Amer- 
ican liberty means law and order, justide 
and security, and that in both personal free- 
dom and the rights of property. There is no 
conflict between industry and capital along 
the line of Socialism and Anarchy. The 
Socialistic proposition to substitute for indi- 
vidual liberty slavery to the State cannot 
longer make pretension to popularity among 
the laboring class of this country, if their 
representatives in National convention speak 
their sentiments. If this declaration had 
only been made two years before it might 
have saved us from the horrors of wholesale 
slaughter, Such men as Parsons and Spies 
no doubt really supposed that the organized 
labor of the country sympathized with their 
object if not with their method. The result 
at Minneapolis must have opened their eyes. 
It also shows plainly that in any intelligent 
and self-governing country the reign of law 
is made secure by sound public opinion. 


THE GERMAN CROWN PRINCE'S MALADY. 
The latest reports concerning the health 


of the Crown Prince of Germany are of an 
alarming character. It is now stated that 
the ailment in his throat is cancerous with- 
out doubt, and that since the operation per- 
formed by Dr. Mackenzie it has returned with 
increased virulence and so weakened his 
physical condition that he is unable to un- 
dergo another operation and can only sub- 
mit to applications intended to relieve pain. 
His case appears to be similar to that of 
Gen. Grant, and, if the reports are true, it 
will only be a question of time how soon 
he will succump to a similar fate. 

The German people will grieve deeply at 
the loss of their Crown Prince, to whom they 
are devotedly attached.

ALL the railroads that obtained right of 
way in the city on the same terms as regards 
viaducts that the Burlington & Quincy Road 
obtained its right of way between Twelfth 
and Harrison streets, east of Canal, propose 
to pool issues with that corporation in fight- 
ing the payment of damages arising out of 
the construction of such viaducts, and have 
so notified the city. It is not easy to under- 
stand how they propose to get out of it. They 
certainly contracted to pay these damages. 
The provision of these ordinances is suf- 
ficiently explicit on this point, It stipulates 
that the railroad “ shall pay the city the cost 

d expense of constructing and erecting 

ucts, with lateral and other approaches 
thereto,” and further to save the city for- 
ever harmless against any and all damages, 
judgments, decrees, costs, and expenses of the 
same which it may suffer or which may be 
recovered or obtained against said city for or 
by reason of granting of such privileges or 
authority, or for or by reason of, or growing 
out of, or resulting from thé passage of this ordi- 
nance, or or thing connected therewith, 
or the se by said company of the priv- 
Ueges hereby granted. 

Under this provision the Burlington Road 
has already paid $25,000 for damages growing 
out of the creation of the Polk street via- 
duct, showing very cieirly that it under- 
stood the ordinance hela it liable for the 
same. The corporation now seeks to shirk 
its engagements on some technicality dis- 
eovered by the attorney of the road, and all 
the other roads propose to follow suit. This 
is a very mean piece of business, and the 
railroad magnates should not be at all sur- 
prised if the people should demand a more 
strict compliance on their part with all the 
existing ordinances. As they insist on a 
technical interpretation of them whenever 
they appear to be in their favor, the city 
authorities may insist on a rigid compliance 
with the letter of the ordinances. This may 
put the corporations to large expense, but it 
may be conducive to the greater convenience 
and the greater safety of the citizens. The 
municipal authorities will push a suit to com- 
pel the road to pay the damages for the Polk 
street viaduct. A gtrict enforcement of the 
ten-miles-an-hour- running ordinance may 
bring the corporations to time without wait- 
ing the result ofa tedious suit of this kind, 
though the railroad corporations ought to be 
handied without gloves to bring them to a 
sense of their public duties.

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CoNsIDERABLE, sensation has been created 
in New York City by the exploits of Nellie 
Brown as an amateur insane ward at Black- 
well’s Island, where she was confined for 
ten days.

As the 
World says: She has met physicians who 
are as thorough and scientific as they are 
kindly and true. They have nothing to fear. 
But she will be allowed to tell her story in 
such a way that the chances will be that in 
future men of this stamp only will be in- 
trusted with the care of our mentally-wrecked 
women, and the men and women who abuse 
the trust given them will have to make room 
for worthier successors.” But what credence 
can be placed in the skill of physicians and 
experts who can be so easily deceived by a 
perfectly sane person, without any serious 
attempt on her part? Skillful as the forgery 
was, they should have been acute enough to 
detect the forger. Their failure will arouse 
very geueral suspicion as to the value of their 
skill in discovering and treating insane 
persons,

HE TELLS THE IRISH THEY HAVE NO 


CAUSE OF COMPLAINT, 


Given a Warm Welcome at Belfast—His 


Friends Draw His Carriage About the 
Streets—He Claims that His Party Has 
Preserved the Empire—One of Caffhrel’s 
Accomplices Disappears — Twenty-four 
Persons Killed in an Election Rict— 
General Foreign News. 

Loxbpox, Oct. 11—Joseph Chamberlain, 
who, in company with Jesse Collings, left 
Birmingham yesterday to make a tour of Ire- 
land, was received with much enthusiasm 
upon his arrival in that country. He made 
several speeches, in which he declared the 
time would come when the tillers of the soil 
would be its owners. Mr. Chamberlain on 
his arrival at Stranin, Scotland, was greeted 
by a number of Unionists. He made a speech 
in which he said the Irish could be 
assured ofafull and fait consideration of 
their grievances. He did not think a Parlia- 
ment in Dublin would help them. On the 
contrary, he thought it would endanger the 
land scheme and be disastrous to the best 
interests of Ireland. Upon his arrival at 
Larne, Ireland, he was presented with an ad- 
dress, in reply to which he declared that the 
time had passed when Irish had cause to 
murmur against the Government. When 
Parliament represented only vested interests 
and privileges it tyrannized over the Irish 
people. Now they had a democratic Parlia- 
ment representing the whole people, in which 
every just and reasonable claim was certain 
of favorable consideration. “We must,” said 
Mr. Chamberlain, continue the old Liberal 
policy and maintain the integrity of the Em- 
pire, rejecting any attempt to loosen or weaken 
the ties binding us together while seeking 
to remedy real and just grievances.“ Per- 
sonally he favored land law reform, 60 that 
ultimately every cultivator might own the 
land he tilled, and the greatest extension 
of local government consistent with the in- 
tegrity of the Empire, the supremacy of Par- 
liament, and the protection of minorities. 

At Belfast the weather was cold and show- 
ery. Large crowds gathered at the station 
to welcome Mr. Chamberlain. and the streets

‘asad scandal. Mme. Limouzin is a vulgar 


sdventuress. She is 41 years old, a little, 
reliow, wrinkled, limping, humpbacked creat- 
ure, with small, piercing eyes, extreme volu- 
bility of speech, and considerable elegance of 
language. Last year she lived in the Bouie- 
gard Beaumarchais with a companion who 
called herself Comtesse de Boissier, Baronne 
de Beauregard, or Marquise de Clemenca, 
and whose real name is Henriette Boissy, a 
eocotte of the commercial type, who used 
to keep a house in Paris where 
you drank tea, played baccarat, and 
placed a louis under a candlestick each time 
you took the cards. Mme. Limouzin also has 
a husband, an adventurer of smaller calibre. 
This trio carried on the business of an in- 
fluence agency for the benefit of persons 
desiring employment in the Ministry, promo- 
tions, Government contracts, etc. Well in 
view in the drawing-room were Visiting 
cards of eminent political personages, on 
which were written a few words, cards and 
writing being forged if necessary. The 
dupes on entering were struck by 
this mise en scene, and the first in- 
terview ended by a deposit destined to 


ease the palms of the Ministers, Senators, 
eputies, and other notabinties, with woom 
Mme. Limouzin professed o be on the best 
terms. In reality Mme. Limouzin and the 
„Comtesse weir time writi to 
liscians—notably M. Thibaudin and n.

she continued her ncy and entered into 


relations with Gen. Caffarel, an officer who 
Was overwheimed with debts and had no 
louger any sense of honor or decency. The 
Comtesse first of ail denounced her 
former accomplice to the police; then fol- 
lowed compiaints from various sour and 
at length the police proceeded to watch e. 
Limousin, thinki it was simply a 
tion of one of those innumerable 
agencies which abound in Paris, that para- 
dise of adventurers. The inquiry led further 
than was expected. A detective sent to 
entrap Mme. Limouzin was taken dy 
her to the Ministry of War and 
introduced to Gen. Caffarel, to whom the de- 
tectiye handed a sum of money in return for 
which, it was unders he would receive 
the Cross of the Legion of Honor.

THE GERMAN CROWN PRINCE. 


Much Alarm Felt in Berlin Because of His 
Condition. 

Brrurn, Oct. 11.--[New York World Cable. ]

disquieting. There is no doubt but what the 
cancerous growth destroyed temporarily by 
the severe cauterization to which Dr. Mac 
kenzie subjected his imperial patient has re- 
appeared with greater virulence.

The receipt of this news has cre- 
ated a great sensation here, and on every 
side is heard expressions of sympathy for 
Unser Fritz and for the popular Princess Im- 
perial, soon, as many fear, to be a widow. 


MISCELLANEOUS ITEMS. 


The Fast New Cruiser Built for the Spanish 
Government—Sailed for Home. 

Lowpon, Oct. II. —[New York Worid Ca- 
ble. — Reina Regente, the new deck - protected 
cruiser which has just been built for the 
Spanish Government on Clyde, is the fastest 
warship afloat. Last week for the first time 
her speed was tested under natural draught. 
She steamed ata rate of nineteen knots, or 
more than twenty-one and a half miles an 
hour. Under forced draught she will cer- 
tainly steam twenty and one-half knots. or 
twenty-three miles and a third. This a 
speed of which not even the best t ocean 
liners are capable. It is sufficient to enable the 
new vessel to cross the Atlantic from New 
York to Queenswwn in about five days and 
five hours. Neither the Etruriau or the Umbria 
would accomplish the same voyage in less 
than five days and twenty-two hours, and yet 
these ships are the fastest merchant steamers 
in existence. Spain is now building four 
more cruisers of unusual power.

THE WAR ON THE BUCKET-SHOPS. 


Dissatisfaction with the Policy of Presi- 
ident Wright. 


anti-bucket-shop war is mentioned in their 
hearing. Within the last few days there 
have been signs of growing opposition to 
President Wright’s policy of extermination, 
or ratner to his methods of enforcing the 
policy. How does it happen that the West- 
ern Union is so godly and obedient?’ some of 
them are asking. The Postal has been dis- 
ciptined, although its managers deny that it 
ever furnished quotations to a bucket-shop 
or anybody else. It simply had leased 
wires to certain blacklisted concerns, but 
those wires did not enter the board 
and had no connection with the board. Yet 
because it declined promptly to violate its 
leases it was immediately ousted from the 
floor of the exchange. Last Friday the Com- 


mercial Quotation Company, which supplies 


quotations by tickers, was suddeniy cut off 
without warning, and, when its complaining 
subscribers asked for explanations, the man- 
ager was unable to explain, except by saying 
that the board had for some unknown reason 
cu}, their connection. Later it was learned 
that President Wright had ordered the Com- 
mercial’s wires out on the ground that the 
company was supplying the quotations to 
Boston bucket-shops. When the Com- 


mercial Company dénied this and called 
for proof, it then came out that it 
was not the Chicago company but the .New 
York parent company which was feeding 
the Boston shops, that not with Chicago 
but with the quotations of the New 
ork Produce Exchange. Still the Com- 
mercial Company is doing no business, and 
its disgusted customers are, per force, putting 
in Western Union tickers. 

Such, in a general way, is the present 
statusof the telegraph war in Chi „ as 
viewed by a large number of traders. People 
here begin to recall that the Postal was the 
„ — that reduced rates between Chicago 
and New York from 50 to 15 cents, and that 
the Commercial Quotation Company has 
forced the cost of tickers from 
$10a month down to 2. They naturally 
begin to think of these benefits to the public, 
because now they see the Western Union’s 
power in connection with Board of Trade 
matters growing daily, and fear that if this 
bucket-sbop crusade continues on the lnes 
followed ne far it —— end with 2 — 
enemy enjoying a complete m nopoly o 0 
Bo of Wade business. 

Managers of the rival companies do not 
hesitate to say that the whole crusade has 
been organized and run in the interest of the 
Western Union. Thisis to be expected, of 
course, but what is more to the point is that 
facts are given bearing: out their claim, 
and many Board of Trade men, not 
by any means friends of bucket-shops, admit 
that things do not look right. The dissatis- 
faction has reached such à point that several 
independent members have met together and 
resol ved to investigate thoroughly certain 
charges that have been made against Presi- 
dent Wright. The manager of one ofthe 
telegraph companies, for instance, does not 
hesitate to say that every possible discrimi- 
nation is made in favor of the Western Union; 
that, although it has been directed to with- 
bold quotations from unauthorized parties, 
it has n repeatedly detected in violations 
of the order. Instead of being promptly 
“disciplined,” as were the Postal and the 
Commercial Companies, the Western Union, 
it is ch is politely notified of its fault 
and asked to do better. It complies in each 
case when it gets ready, but keeps on with 
its violation of directions elewhere.

AN AGED HOKSE-IHIEF. 


His Thievish Instincts Too Strong to Be 
Overcome, 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 11.—[Special.]—The 
local police have a case in hand which should 
find a place in the curiosities of crime. It is that 
of an 83-year-old horse-thief, whose criminal in- 
stincts are too strong to be changed. Two weeks 
ago William Wills, alias Filmore, alias Smith, 
an aged horse-thief. was released from the Bal- 
timore Penitentiary, where he had been a pris- 
oner for nearly three years. Before he could 
cross the sidewalk in front of the prison an 
officer notified him that he was under arrest for 
horse-stealing in this city three * —— ago. The 
old man refused to return to Washington until 
the necessary papers were issued. He was 
brought back for trial, but before the 
case was called to the attention of the court he 
pleaded for mercy. He said that while he had 
been a number of terms in prison he had never 
revealed his true name; that he had six grown 
sons in business in Louisiana and Texas, and 
the few I his liie he would like 
to . at his old home in New Orilerns. He 
said he only wanted to go home to die among bis 
friends and relatives. e District Attorney de- 
cided to nollie prosequi the case and give the old 
man another chance. Wills was released and 
was furnished a ticket to New Orleans, which he 
sold toa scalper and purchased a watch and 
chain. He returned to this city from Baltimore, 
whence he was to sail for his old home, and Fri- 
day morning he visited the Centre Market, 


where only three years ago he stole a horse and 
wagon. A detective recovered the team 
and had the old man arrested in Bal- 


timore, but as he had broken jail 
at Towsontown, Md., he was tried for that of- 
fense and given three years. When he visited 
the market again Friday and saw so many ani- 
mals the temptation was too great and he drove 
off a horse belonging to a commission merchant. 
The robbery was reported to the police, but 
nothing was heard from the stolen horse until 
Saturday afternoon. Investigation revealed the 
fact that the old man who wanted to go home 
to die had sold the horse to a colored man who 
lives in West Washington. The thief has not yet 
been found. He was seen in South Washington 
yesterday. but before an officer could find um 
he made his escape.

Two Virginia County Officials Imprisoned 
for Coutempt of the Federal Court. 

RICHMOND, Va., Oct. 10.—The action of certain 
State officials with reference to the coupons 
which belong tothe Riddleberger State bonds 
assumed a novel aspect Saturday, when Attor- 
ney-General Ayres and John Scott, Com mon- 
wealth's Attorney of Fauquier, were committed 
to jail for their refusal to pay a fine assessed 
against them by Judge Bond of the United States 
Court for contempt. The contempt consisted in 
the Attorney-General's persistence in attempt- 
ing to enforce an act of the State Legisiature 
known as the coupon-erusher,“ in defiance of 
the fact that Judge Bond bad issued a restrain- 
— pending the hea of an injunction. 

nder the coupon-erusher the Common- 
wealth Attorneys were bringing suit against 
every merchant doing business who had not paid 
his taxes in money, notwithstanding the fact that 
they may have tendered coupons in payment of 
the full amount due the State. Attorney-Gen- 
eral Ayres was the first man in the State to dis- 
obey Judge Bond's mandate, and up to this time 
he appeared to have a clear field. 

Ot course Gen, Ayres believes in the justice of 
his position. The order issued by Judge Bond di- 
rected the clerk to enter a fine of $500 against 
him for contempt, and directed the Marabal to 
take him in custody until the fine is paid.

RIVAL CLAPMANTS TO A PORTION oF 
. THE CITY'S LANDS. 


Why the Secretary of the Interior Directed 
that No Entries Be Permitted Until the 
Rights of the Contestants Can Be De- 


termined—Opportanities for Enterpris- 
ing Yankees in Africa—General Wash- 


ington News. 
[From yesterday's first edition, } 
Wasnincron, D. C., Oct. 10.—[Special }— 
There is now pending in the General Land 


Office a case that is of special interest to the 
founders of “mushroom towns.” The City 
of Aberdeen, Dak., sprung up by a few peo- 
ple getting together and settling in the 
place until it became desirabie to make the 
settlement a town. They did not entera 
township site, and this is important as 
bearing on the case. In 1882 the Legislature 
granted it an act of incorporation, the corpo- 
rate limits comprising 1,100acres. This land 
was originally part of the public domain. 
It was taken up under the preémption or 
homestead law, the owners donating it to 
the city and the proceeds from the 
sale of certain lots going into the 
municipal treasury. In 1883, Andrew 
L. Scott came along and tried to enter a 
quarter section (160 avres) Within the cor- 
porate limits of the town under a timber- 
culture entry. This entry the General Land 
Office declared to be illegal. Then James R. 
and Lyman C. Dayton, who, by the way, are 
not related, endeavored to get possession of 
the same land. They fought each other and 
they fought Scott, both of the Daytons claim- 
ing priority of entry. After numerous de- 
lays and postponements the. ster of the 
local office found in effect that the entries of 
both the Daytons were invalidated and with- 
out force because they were clearly specu- 
lative and not those of bona-fide settlers. 
That the Daytons went there with a 
view to 8 tive purposes was made 
apparent by the testimony. Among 
other things, James R., although he 
asessed no title, deeded to the Chi 

ilwaukee & St. Paul Railroad the right o 
way through the land he didn’t own, the site 
for a station, shops, etc. An appeal from 
the Register’s decision was taken to the Sec- 
retary of the Interior. Meanwhile the city 
set up a claim to this quarter section and 
took a hand in the contest. Last week Act- 
ing-Secretary Muldrow found that the clai 
of the city presented a stronger case prim 
facie than t of any other claimant, and ne 
directed the local officers “ that no entries of 
the land be allowed until such time us the 
right of said city thereto may be duly deter- 
mined, and to such end notice meus % duly 

iven the attorneys appearimg for said city 
— the presentation of the city’s claim 
under the town-site laws within sixty days 
after notice of this decision.” 

Under the town-site laws the Secretary of 
the Interior has the power, in a case of this 
kind, to stop preémption and homestead en- 
tries; but competent lawyers say that he has 
no authority to do so in this particular case, 
because the town site was never patented, 
and the town cannot make an additional en- 
try as it had never made an original entry. 
It is the first time that the question has ever 
been presented in this light, and its final de- 
cision will form a valuabie p ent. 

Another question involved is the power of 
the Secretary to withdraw from the public 
domain, for sixty days or any other time, 
public lands. The President has that power 
conferred upon him by statute, but not the 
Secretary of the Interior. Besides the Day- 
tons there are several other men anxious to 
preémpt this land. The Register of the Land- 
Office places its value at $76,000, which is 
probably about balf of its actual worth, while 
its prospective worth is only limited by the 
power of the imagination. 


ENCOURAGING TO AMERICANS. . 


The Whole Congo Region Overflowing 
with Wealth. 

Wasurneoton, D. C., Oct. 10.—[Special. ]— 
Lieut. Emory H. Taunt, who entered the 
navy from Buffalo in 1865, 1s one of the ad* 
venturous men of the service. He has seen 


‘hard service in the Aretid regions, in con- 


nection with the Greely relief expedition on 
the United States ship Thetis, and tweive 


‘months from the tame the Thetis left Capt. 


Sabine found him in the heart of tropical 
Africa on a special mission for the Govern- 
ment. Lieut. Taunt spent ten months in the 
Congo River country, and penetrated 1,200 
miles into the interior, undergoing experi- 
ences of the most perilous character. He 
was sent to accompany the expedition of ex- 
Minister Henry S. Sanford and report upon 
the feasibility of opening up trade between 
the Congo country and the United States. 
This report has been completed and is 
now in the hands of the public print- 
er. The Lieutenant is enthusiastic over the 
commercial possibilities of the Congo sec- 
tion, and believes that if our method of ad- 
ministering the Government permitted 
prompt and vigorous ion a great trade 
might be secured to the United States.

HELD CAPTIVE BY MEXICAN BANDITS. 


A Man Now in Tolono, III., Who Tells a 
Remarkable Story of Adventure. 

TOLONO, III., Oct. 11.—[Special.]—A remark- 
able story of adventure and captivity was re- 
lated at this place yesterday afternoon. The 
narrator was H. P. Osgood, and the weird tale 
was the history of his life. At 16 he enlisted in 
the Second Dragoons, U. 3. A., at New Orleans 
in 1843, and fought through the Mexican War. 
He was with Twiggs’ command in Texas when 
the war between the States broke out, but was 
transferred to the East and took part in the first 
battle of Bull Run. . e received his first wound 
at Vicksburg, and now carries seven bullets in 
his body. Gen. Winder accidentally shot him 
through the head at Andersonville, where he 
was a prisoner eleven months and five days. At 
the close of the War he was transferred from Mo- 
bile back to Texas. In 1865 he was captured on 
the Rio Grande by a band of Mexican ban- 
dits and held a prisoner oy them  near- 
ly twenty-two years. duting which time he 
made several ineffectual attem to es- 
cape, in the last of which he received two terri- 
ble wounds, neitherof which has yet healed. 
One is on his forehead, and the other, inflicted 
witb a copper missile, in his breast, is six inches 
in diameter. Last April the Mexican troovs 
surprised his captors and made them all prison- 
ers, himself included. He told the story of ‘his 
captivity and was given an opportunity to prove 
his citizenship, which he succeeded in doing, and 
was then forwarded to the American Consul- 
General at Mexico, who sent him to Vera Cruz, 
where the Vice-Consul provided him passage to 
New York. He is nel to to his parents and 


other relatives sup to be living near Alton. 
III. His right hand and foot are partly gone, and 
his whole body is amass of wounds. No less 
than three gunshots have passed through his 
head. He is a most pitiable object, and his story 
bears every appearance of truth. 


FEARED EXPULSION FROM THE BOARD.

BAD STATE OF THE EAST-BOUND SHIP- 
MENT BUSINESS. 


The Railroads Would Get None of It What- 
ever if They Did Not Cut the Rates 
The Soft-Coal War Still Raging—Re- 
auctions to Be Made in the Price of 
1,000-Mile Tickets—Prevention of Fraud- 


ulent Billing. 

East-bound shipments of flour, grain, and pro- 
visions from Chicago through to seaboard points 
and for export by the various railroads for the 
week ending last Saturday amounted to 25,378 
tons, against 26,878 tons for the week previous. 
If it had not been that most of the lines continue 
to take export traffic at the low cut rates a much 
larger decrease would have had to be recorded. 
It is only by cutting rates that the railroads are 
able to secure a fair proportion of the east-bound 


trafic against the competition. of the 
lake lines. The assertions made by the 
Eastern roads that they have made no 
contracts we cut rates extending 


beyond Oct. 1 are not substantiated by the facts. 
It transpires that most ot the roads made con- 
tracts with nearly all the large shippers at 10 
cents less than tariff, extending to Jan. 15, 1888. 
These coutracts are quite elastic, and do not 
name any specific quantity of freight, but allow 
the shippers to send all the business they desire 
at the cut rate up to that time. It is claimed 
that some of the lines are taking new business at 
a cut of 10 cents. For instance, al lot of 
flour, variously stated as from 5,000 to 1 bar- 
rels, was recently shipped from Milwaukee to 
Liverpool, to be delivered at that point at 
$3.57 per barrel. This price either signifies a 
reduction of 10 cents on the rail and ocean rate, 
or a loss of 10 cents to the shipper. Aside from 
the — 1 ae cut in rates made by the roads it is 
claimed t further inducements are offered to 
shippers by the railroads absorbing terminal and 
switching charges.

Could Not Settle the Soft-Coal Rate War. 

The managers of the various roads interested 
in the soft-coal traffic to the Northwest held a 
meeting at Chairman Faithorn’s office yesterday 
to make a final effort tor a settlement of the 
soft-coal rate war. The great desire of all the 


Unes to get better rates led to the belief that 
this meeting would succeed in settling the din - 
culties, and that an advance in rates would bd 
pe ey upon. But the hopes of the railroad offi- 
ls were not realized, and the indications now 
are that the low rates will continue in effect for 
some time yet. At yesterday’s meeting the 
Northwestern vas —— to compromise 
by making the rate on coal from all IIlinois 
mines, including Southern Illinois points, the 
same as the rate from Chicago, but insisted that 
on coal from Indiana and Hocking Valley points 
the rate to Chicago should be added to the regu- 
lar Chicago rate. The other roads were willing 
to accept the proposition provided the North- 
western would consent to exclude coal from 
ints in Illmois south of the Streator and La 
lle coalflelds. It being found impossible to 
come to an agreement the representative of the 
Northwestern moved that the rate on soft coal 
be advanced 50 cents above the present rate of 
% cents per ton, and to Minnesota points $1, 
This would have made rate higher than the 
tariff in effect before the war broke out. The 
other roads, however, did not take kindly to the 
proposition and it was voted down. 
other propositions looking to a settlement of the 
war were made, but were also voted down. 


To Prevent “Snide” or Fraudulent Billing 
of East-Bound Freight. 


At a recent mee ting of the managers of tne 
Western roads it was resolved that in the mat- 
ter of complaint of the Central Traffic Associa- 
tion regarding the present condition relative to 
division of through rates and the alleged con- 
nivance of Westera with the Eastern lines in the 
manipulation of billing, etc., whereby the estab- 
lished through rates are cut, the following was 
adopted: 

“That the Western lines deprecate any dis- 
turbance in established through rates, and will 
notin any way lend their aid to any connection 
in any manner to disturb such rates, but will in 
all cases deliver the property to WBast- 
ern connections with such voucher as will 
indicate precisely the actual originating 
point of the business. In order to prevent any 
possible complication arising in consequence of 
past practices brought about at the request and 
solicitation of Eastern lines it is agreed that this 
section shall become effective Sept. 25, 1887, and 
the Western lines especially request the Eastern 
lines not to make in the future any request of 
their Western connections contrary to the spirit 
of this section. 

“That the Western lines disclaim any respon- 
sibility for the action of the Eastern lines in prof- 
fe divisions to their Western connection 
which may by some Eastern lines be considere 
as excessive, and desire to direct the attention 
of the Eastern lines to the fact that the estab- 
lishment of divisions to and from competitive 
points under the existing law frequently involves 
a large amount of intermediate local traffic the 
loss of revenue on which the divisions in a meas- 
ure compensate for. 

That inasmuch as the adjustment of divisions 
need not in any manner affect through rates, the 
Western lines suggest that the integrity of 
through rates will preserved if their Eastern 
connections 1n all cases charge t received 
from their Western connections. If a conference 
is desired to consider other questions growing 
out of the trouble complained of, authority is 
hereby conferred on the Chairmen of the respect- 
ive Western associations to appoint ccmmittees 
to meet with representatives of Eastern roads.” 

In accordance with the above action by the 
Western roads the Eastern roads have adopted 
the following resolution: 

Resolved, at pending the general settlement 
of the whole question by appropriate committees 
of the proper officers the Joint Committee of the 
Eastern roads submits to the lines west of 
Chyeago the 9 rul which each and all 

lines east of Chicugo hereby pledge them- 
selves to severally and collectively observe and 
enforce: First, that on and after Sept. 25, 1887, 
the divisions from Peoria and Peoria group 
ints shall apply only to such traffic as orig- 
nates at those points, and for the time being only 
to traffic which 3 strictly and locally at 
points on or east of the Mississippi River and 
west of Peoria points which is billed in good 
faith for the purpose of taking the established 
tariff rate from these points; second, that no 
divisions will be nized by the parties here- 
to which bill any t o from points west of the 
Mississippi River to Peoria points to be rebilled 
at those — and any ra divisions, or ex- 
nse bills at variance with this decision will not 
ereafter be recognized, and any traffic billed 
from points on the Mississippi River having ad- 
vance ch sor which came from points west 
of the Mississippi River, will be charged at full 
local tariff rates from Chicago. It is pot the pur- 
pose of this committee to recognize the equity 
of using Peoria divisions for any other than 
traffic from Peoria 1 so long as the same 
lines have their direct routes to and their 
terminus for this traffic in Chicago.
